MORE GOOD REPORTS OF THE 
„ YEDOLIA. 


Since the recent article in THE 
Times on the work being done in our 


wand Soxpay, per week vrange orchards by the vedolia cardi- 


nalis, a number of orange-growers, who 
had received colonies of these bugs 
but had failed to note any beneficial 
result therefrom, have made closer 
investigations, and in every case have 
found that the parasite has increased 
wonderfully, and is hard at work on 
its hereditary enemy, the white scaie. 
The horticultural commissioners vis- 
ited the Workman and the Briswalter 
orchards, and failed to find any of the 
ladybugs, but a subsequent visit from 
Messrs. Wolfskill and Craw disclosed 
large numbers of the parasites, from 
which it may be judged that conclu- 
sions should not be too hastily drawn 
from a cursory, inspection. 

Mr. Wolfskill has just received a 
letter from James Craig, the well- 
known horticultnrist of Lamanda 
Park, who writes, in a very jovial 


frame of mind, to say that the seven 


dozen vedolia which he had received 
from Mr. Wolfskill on May Ist, and 
which had been placed on an. orange 
tree in Mr. Craig’s orchard, had in- 
creased, until he now estimates their 


number at 7000, this being the third 


generation since May Ist. He writes 
that, for a time, he was very despond- 
ent, failing to notice any signs of in- 
creased activity on the part of the 
ladybugs, and feared they had fallen 
a prey to birds or other insects, or had, 
perhaps, been poisoned by the ‘“‘filthy 
washes which the pseudo-chemical 
fiends persuaded us to murder our 
trees with, not so very long ago,“ but 
a thorough and extended search dis- 
closed the parasites spread over quite 
a distance, and Mr. Craig now looks 
for the practical extinction of the 
white scale in his orchard, within 
eighteen months. 
In view of these facts, it would cer 
tainly be very foolish to continue 
spraying and cutting back our orange 
trees, just as this useful parasite is be- 
ginning to give a good account of 
itself. All the vedolia now needs is 
a fair field and no obstacles; this it is 
certainly in our interest to afford her. 
There is no necessity to send to Aus- 
tralia for any more bugs. There are 
enough here already to insure an in- 
crease sufficient to exterminate the 
icerya in the city within twelve months, 
and in the county within two years. 
In the case of some trees, which are 
very far gone, it may be necessary to 
cut back in order to give the tree in-

A BIG MUNICIPAL CLEAN-UP, 
There is one advantage which Euro- 


they are able to undertake great mu- 
nicipal improvements, without waiting 
a score of years to overcome the objec- 
tions of a few unprogressive fossils. 
When Baron Haussmann pulled 
down several thousand old houses, to 
build magnificent boulevards which 
are the pride of Paris, it was thought 
to be a pretty big undertaking, but the 
city of Naples has just entered upon a 
gigantic cleaning up, which throws all 
previous efforts in that line in the 
shade. Naples is the most thickly- 
populated -city in Europe, and has 
been noted as the filthiest and’ most 
unhealthy. The present plans contem- 
plate the destruction of 17,000 houses 
and sixty-two churches, in the most 
thickly settled and squalid parts of the 
city, the section being inhabited bya 
population of 108,000, or 600 to the 
acre. A new street, a mile and a half 
long and ninety feet wide, will be run 
through the district. The payments to 
owners of houses to be torn down will 
alone amount to nearly $20,000,000. 
The expense will be largely borne by 
the Italian Government. It is expected 
that the work will take 12,000 men 
four years to complete, and that, when 
finished, Naples will be one of the 
healthiest cities in Europe. 

One is tempted to wish that it were 
possible to exhibit a little of this sum- 
mary method of procedure in under- 
taking much-needed public improve- 
ments on this side, where a whole com- 
munity is so frequently forced to stand 
still while a handful of obstructionists 
block the way. *

To the W.C.T.U.—DEAR FRIENDS:

You have doubtless understood that the 
trustees of the Hospital Association have 
a moral and legal right to the cagntrol of 
the hospital work which has been built u 
by them with untold sacrifice of time an 
money and vital energy, and you have 
shown this in many ways. Under the laws 
of the State of Illinois this right cannot be 
questioned. The charter ot the Hospital 
Association vests the management of the 
corporate business entirely in the board of 
trustees of the association, and the laws 
of this State (as of all others) provide for 
the prosecution in the name of the State of 
any person who intrudes into or usurps 
authority in any corporation organized un- 
der a charter granted by the State. Yet; 
ignoring both our moral and legal right as 
trustees of the Hospital Association, Miss 
Frances E. Willard, Mrs. Buell and Miss 
Pugh on January 1, 1889, took the hospital, 
training-school, money, mail and all of our 
business entirely out of — hands, and are 
now practically governing the hospital 
through a minority of the beard. . 

In their printed statement of April 
1990, Miss Willard, Mrs. Buell —

Pugh charge me with neglect of Mrs. 
W, a patient in the hospital. This 
charge is absolutely untrue, and during the 
trial I showed it to be so by the festimony of 
competent witnesses. No person not in- 
fluenced by prejudice or self-interest would 
in the first place have countenanced such a 
charge, unaccompanied by any proof what- 
ever. Canit be that they hope by this at- 
tack upon me to weaken the force of my 
7 against their seizure of the hospital? 
Vhatever their motive may be, the fact re- 
mains that this charge is false from begin- 
ning to end. They have no proof to uphold 
It. and they have never had any. They can- 
not substantiate it. or any part of it, and 
they know they cannot.

A CONTRIBUTION FROM THE

on the desert. There are two varieties, 
the Muscat and a fine, dark grape; 
sampling which they are found to be 
luscious and sweet. There is no ques- 
tion 5 Nn great, so-called desert 
region at California, in. which Yuma, | 
Indio, The Pals, 
located, may, if an abundance of water 
can be secured, become a great grape- 
raising section, furnishing the market 
with ripe fruit several weeks in ad- 
vance of the present grape-growing 
sections. The warmth and dryness of 
the ‘atmosphere is favorable to the 
early ripening and the perfection of 
the fruit. The time may yet come 
when in all this so-called desert region 
there will be developed horticultural 
oases which shall be but a series of 
vineyards, covered with an abundant 
fruitage, and the source of wealth to 
their possessors. We have yet to see 
the soil anywhere in Southern Cali- 
fornia that cannot be made to yield 
something in the way of good harvests 
when enough water is supplied.

TOOK POISON. 


Suicide of a Chinese Prostitute by 
Opium Poisoning Yesterday. 

Goi Ying, a Chinese prostitute, yes- 
terday committed suicide by taking 
about four ounces of raw opium mixed 
with vinegar. The woman has been 
for the past year an inmate of Ah 
Sam’s house, the large three-story 
building just off Alameda street, be- 
tween Aliso and Marchessanlt, during 
the 1 portion of which time she 
has been living with a man named Ah 
Woo, a clerk in one of the Chinese 
stores in the neighborhood. So far as 
known the coupie got along very well 
together, and although the woman 
would occasionally get drunk there 
were no serious rows between them. 
According to Noo’s story when he went 
home about 1 o’clock Friday morning 
he found the woman awake, and when 
he asked why she remained up so late 
she told him to go to bed 
and go to sleep, that there was 
nothing the matter with her. He did 
so, but woke up in about an hour, 
when the woman was breathing heav- 
ily. He at once saw that she had 
taken opium, and called Ah Sam, the 
proprietor of the place, to see what 
should be done. They looked about 
the room, but could find nothing out 
of the way until they discovered a 
Chinese bowl in which the opium had 
been mixed, and which was empty. 
A messenger was at once sent for Dr. 
McCarthy, who responded promptly, 
and every effort was made to save the 
wretched woman’s life. The stomach 
ary was brought into requisition, 

ut too much of the drug had been ab- 
sorbed by the system, and all efforts to 
revive the woman were without avail. 
As soon as the physician said that 
there was no hope of saving her, she 
was hustled out of the house to the 
eld hospital, where she died about 11 
o’clock. The Coroner was notified, 
and the body was removed to Orr 
Sutch’s, on Spring street, where Dr. 
McCarthy heid an autopsy during the 
afternoon, and at 7 o’clock last even- 
ing Coroner Meredith held an inquést, 
the jury, after hearing the testimony 
of Ah Noo, Ah Sam and a Chinese. 
woman named Ah Sin, returned a ver- 
— in accordance with the above 
acts. 

The woman was only 21 years old at 
the time of her death. e will be 
buried today with the usual Chinese 
ceremonies.

It gives the boundaries within which Texas 
fever is now prevalent, and notifies rail- 
roads that no cattle are to be transported 
beyond the limits of said district except in 
accordance with the regulations A fied, 
which provide for separate feeding and

with sanitary regulations in the States 
where the cattle are unloaded, the cleaning 
out and thorough disinfecting of cars used 
in the transporting of such cattle at regu- 
lar periods, etc. Inspectors will be shortly 
named and located at proper points to see 
that the provisions of the circular are 
strictly carried out.

HISTORICAL MILESTONES SET 


UP ON THIS DATE. 


The French War Scare—French 
Prizes— Revolutionary Measures 
— Clinton's Retreat British 
Seizures— Defeat of James II. 
Notable Births and Deaths—Sir 
Thomas More—Stone Insects. 


Today recalls two incidents of the 
French war scare of 1798—the abroga- 
tion of all treaties between the United 


Istates and France, and the passage of 


an act by Congress for the purchase of 
30,000 stand of arms, to be stored at 
suitable points for purchase by the 
different States for the use of their 
militia. 

FRENCH PRIZES. 
The arrival of Genet, the French 


mer of 1793, caused Washington much 
trouble. Genet persisted in fitting 
out privateers which captured British 
vessels within the waters of the 
United States, and French consuls 
condemned the ships as prizes, regard- 
less of the Government’s prohibition. 


‘At length the Little Sarah, a captured 


British vessel, was brought to Phila- 


delphia by Genet and fitted out as a 


privateer. Washington was at Mount 
Vernon, and Hamilton, being informed 
that the vessel would sail on the 7th, 
brought the matter before the Cabinet, 
which determined to forbid the de- 
parture of the vessel. The militia 
were called out and batteries planted 
to sweep the ship. Jefferson, however, 
interfered, and the troops were calléd 
off. The Little Sarah dropped down 
the river to Chester, and was thus out 
of reach of attack. 
REVOLUTIONARY WAR MEASURES. 
On July 6, 1775, the Continental 
Congress agreed upon the Articles of 
War, and issued a declaration of 
Causes of Conflict: “Our cause is 
just; our Union is perfect. Our in- 
ternal resources are great, and, if 
necessary, foreign aid is obtainable. 
We have taken up arms in defense ot 
the freedom that is our birthright, and 
not to establish independent tates.” 
CLINTON’S RETREAT. 

On his retreat from Philadelphia, in 
June, 1778, Clinton found a short trans- 
portation to New York on Lord 
Howe’s fleet. The retreat was nota 
moment too soon. A few days later, 
July 6, 1778, Count D’Estaing arrived 
in the Delaware with a French fleet of 
twelve ships of the line and four frig- 
ates. This fleet, much superior to 
Lord Howe’s, had on board 4000 
French soldiers, and the new French 
Envoy, M. Gerard, was also a passen- 
ger. 

BRITISH SEIZURES IN 1812. 
Just before the adjournment of Con- 
gress, July 6, 1812, President Madison 
transmitted to, the House a document 
showing that the vessels seized by 
Great Britain since the commence- 
meni of- the European war numbered 
917—528 before a d 389 since the Order- 
ui-Council of 
French seizures and captures amounted 
10 558—206 before and 317 under the 
Berlin and Milan decrees, and 45 sinee 
the alleged repeal of those decrees. 

DEFEAT OF JAMES II. 
On July 6, 1685, the 2 revolt 
against the revolutionary and otic 
government of James II. was pis rg
